1 . Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The closest prior art, Jameson (US 20030107591 AD and Mukheriea (Focus + 
Plus control views of world wide nodes(C&C Research Laboratories: Sougata 
Mukheriea and Yoshinori Hara)) . However, Jameson and Mukheriea singularly or in 
combination, still fail to anticipate or render the above cited limitations obvious. 
Jameson and Mukheriea fail to explicitly disclose the combination of steps required to 
perform the necessary result which is further elucidated through applicants' specification 
and arguments.
